The Eastern Province, as well as the 
Western, is rocky and mountainous; tim- 
ber and water are scarce, and there is 
much barren_uncultivatable land. Near 
the sea shore, there are hills and almost 
mountains of white sand, which, at a dis- 
tance, look like mountains covered with 
snow. The inhabitants are far 
Sometimes I have rode for miles 
seeing a house. To find the in 
heart in this part of the world, seems like 
fulfilling the prophecy of iah, where 
be speaks of the fishers and hunters being 
sent out in the last days“ And they 

shall hunt them from every mountain, and 
from every hill, and out of the holes of 
the rocks.”

Among themselves, where they are 
away from the whites, they 8° almost en- 
tirely, and sometimes wholly, in a state of 
nudity; yet there is more virtue among the 
sexes, with them, than there is among the 
whites.

They circumcise their male children, be- 
tween the ages of twelve and sixteen years.
